Agenda ltem IV: Possible presentation by NDC, discussion and decisions concerning
the results of tests on possible or proposed alternatives to the draft Congressional and
Legidative districts and further instructions to NDC on alternatives for continued and/or
future consideration by the Commission:

NDC made a presentation to the Commission of the options that have been devel oped
and the Commission went through the optionsindividually in an orderly manner to
reduce the numbers of optionsin preparation for the upcoming meeting for adoption of
the Final Maps.

The Legidative map was begun with.

M otion was made, seconded, and failed to add EE to the test.

L egidative options agreed to by the Commission preliminarily are AA, with acouple
modifications, and on the table, not off the table, incorporated by motion, are the rest of
DD and EE.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to instruct the consultantsto create a
Phoenix Metropolitan Congressional District, Competitive Phoenix Downtown
Competitive District, without significant detriment to the other goals, for analysis
purposesonly. Clarified, if the Commission then wantsto proceed with thisoption,
it would be superimposed on whatever map the Commission leanstoward. This
would bein lieu of AA, BB or EE.

M otion was made, seconded and carried to eliminate DD and EE from
consideration. Motion was amended to add CC back into consideration. Thiswill
leave AA, CC, together with GG, and remove DD and EE.
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Motion was made to eiminate G4. The Chair asked the maker to hold said motion until
Congressiona was completed.

Motion was made, seconded that the plans be presented with information for the
Commission with Hopi in and Hopi out for the districts. Upon assurances that sufficient
information would be available for the Commission regarding these demographics, the
motion was withdrawn.

Legidative was retaken up.

M otion was made and seconded to remove G4 from consider ation.

M otion was amended, seconded, and carried that G4 beremoved from

consider ation with the exception of the Yavapai County component of C and D to
provide full analysison those districtsin addition to complete analysisof G. Result:
C and D variablesare added to test G.

M otion was made, seconded and withdrawn to remove F2 from consideration.
Summarizing, the Chair clarified the consultants' current workload:

Legidatively, NDC isdirected to go forward with the draft, on F2, on test G with
options C and D analyzed in addition to ‘straight’ option G, and the competitive
aspectsof theinterior metropolitan districts of the Coalition 2 map.

Congressionally, NDC isdirected to go forward with thedraft, test AA, GG, CC,
and the Metropolitan District for Maricopa County on competitiveness. It was
clarified the Hopi testing isto be done on AA only.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to adopt the summary asoutlined by the
Chair.

Agenda ltem V: Discussion and possible decision concerning the Commission’s
timeline and the schedul e for future Commission meetings.

Scheduling was discussed after reaching the competitive analysis experts. A report was
given asto scheduling possibilities. The fact the meeting on adoption of final maps to
start 10/2 would need to be moved back was discussed. The likelihood of starting the
meeting 10/8 was proposed. It was decided that The Chairman would draft a schedule
and circulate it to the Commissioners with the idea being to begin at the earliest possible
date.
